Hi, 


You're getting RF into the Astron power supply's overvoltage protection 
circuit (SCR). RF usually gets in through the DC output leads and gets 
rectified in the nonlinear junctions. This rectified RF then causes the 
"crow bar protection" circuit to activate (it thinks your power supply is 
putting out too much voltage). Your particular Isotron antenna installation 
probably has either RF currents on the feedline or your power supply is just 
too far into the near field of the antenna. Possible solutions are: 


1. Bypass the DC leads with a 0.1 uF capacitor across the DC output directly 
at the output of the power supply. First try right across the positive and 
negative wires. Next try a capacitor from each wire to chassis ground. 

2. Coil up the DC leads with several turns right at the power supply output. 
. Wind the DC leads around an appropriate torroid (if #2 doesn't work). 
Move your antenna. 

Change the feedline length (in case the feedline is hot with RF). 

. Wind an RF choke in the feedline up near the antenna (in case the 
feedline is hot with RF). Try 5 to 8 turns. 

7. Try QRPp :-)

Gang, 


If you have a NC20 and the audio passband of around 700 Hz is too high 
for you, try the mods Dave just posted on his RHR website. 


http://www. redhotradio.com 


Changing three resistors lowers the passband to about 600 Hz, or very 
close to the TiCK sidetone frequency. Thus it is easy to align both the 
RX and TX BFO's so that everything matches up to the sidetone. 


I've done this mod to both of my NC20's and it is much more pleasing to 
my ears. I first had lowered the Cf£ of the audio bandpass filter to ~500 
Hz based on some email exchanges with Bill Cotter, but I found that to be 
too low for my tastes. The 600 Hz Cf is what I have all of my other rigs 
set to, so it was a natural thing to get the NC20 to match them. 


I'll give the R-values here, for those that don't have web access: 


R53 = 3.9K (was 3.3K) 
R54 = 7.5K (was 6.2K) 
R55 = 270K (was 220K) 


If you don't have a 7.5K resistor in your junk box, a 6.8K will get you 
pretty close to 600-650 Hz. Measure several and pick the one with the 

value nearest 7.5K. These values are common in PC power supplies and old 
TV's, monitors, etc., so dig through some junk to see what you can find. 


Also note that C53 and C54 (0.01 uF) need to be pretty close to their 
specified value, and closely matched. If you have some mylar, polyester 
or metal film caps of 1% to 5%, use them instead of the monolithics. Or 
match what you've got with a capacitance meter. If not - don't worry too 
much as it is not terribly critical since the bandpass filter of U5B is 
not real narrow, and we're not requiring 1% resistors either. 


Of course, you'll have to re-align the RX and TX BFO's at the new 
frequency so your offset is correct, and the most signal is passed 
through the IF filter and AF filters. 


The difference is noticeable, and adds even more enjoyment to operating 
the rig with the TiCK , audio passband, and offset all matched. 


This info is a result of work done by Dave for Bill Cotter, and then some 
more experimentation by both Dave and myself. 


Please let Dave (and me) know if you do this mod and like it. We 
appreciate the feedback, and Dave may make it a permanent change in the 
RHR designs.

Excess to my needs is a Ryan Communications SW-1 40M QRP XMTR. This is a 
3-stage XTAL controlled transmitter, capable of 1-1/4 to 2.5W depending on 
you power supply. At 12V I have measured 1.5W on mine. 


This very nicely produced PCB XMTR has a 2N4124 oscillator, 2N5089 buffer 
amp, 2N3019 final and a 5-element low pass filter. The oscillator has a 
zener diode across it for voltage stability. Impressed me! Has on board 
provision for an HC-6 type xtal, but I have tacked on an FT-243 socket. It 
uses a toroidal XFMR between the buffer and final, and toroidal inductors in 
the low pass filter. 


I changed one resistor so the oscillator would start up with the FT-243 XTAL, 
but have the original value listed on the schematic. 


I originally thought that this was a purpose made QRP XMTR, but some time ago 
somebody told me that it may have been one of the exciter boards for a 
man-pack type radio. Who knows? It will key using standard positive keying 
to ground. I have hand-drawn schematics for each section, as this was a 
hamfest special with no manual. 


The operatives here are nicely built, rugged, compact (about 2"x4", will 
easily fit into a Band-Aid box) and cheap! $20 will send it to your door. 
You need 12V, a key, XTAL and antenna. I have left a short pigtail with 
PL-259 on the end for convenience. I'll bet it could be VXO'ed too. Trail 
Friendly material here?

Hi Colin, 


Yes, it's simple. Built into the rig is a little Microchip PIC12C508A controller 
that's programmed to count the VFO, do the offset math and then turn the 

last two KHz digits into Morse code. When you press the FREQ button 

on the front panel you hear two Morse code numbers e.g. 43 at about 15 

wpm (I'd have to check the speed) in the RX audio. This tells you that you 

are on 14.043MHz. 


The Audible Frequency Annunciator (AFA), as it is called, has two modes. 
The first, manual mode, works as described above - when you push the 
button, you hear the frequency in Morse. The second, auto mode, is where 
the AFA continuously counts the frequency, and does math to tell if you are 
tuning up or down the band or just staying on one frequency. As you tune 

up ox down the band, every KHz you pass, the AFA generates a short pip 

tone in the RX audio. When you stop tuning, the AFA recognizes this and, 

a few seconds after you stop, generates the frequency in Morse for you 
automatically. 


This clever little device was the brainchild and design of Mike Gipe, K1MG. 
I license it from him for use in the Red Hot Radio kits. That's the story.

Ed, when I think of ribbon cable, I imagine many parallel, coupled, 
transmission lines. If these guys are unterminated or shorted, would you 
expect to see lumpy, bumpy, impedance vs. frequency measurements? An 


example is the coupled resonators in Cohn crystal filters where the 
passband may have bumps. Also, the transmission lines repeat their 
impedance 

cycles with frequency rather than having a single resononant frequency. 
The handbook has had a plot showing the response of two mutually coupled 
tuned circuits with different degrees of coupling. This shows an example 
of such bumpiness for a low order system. The ribbon cable has many more 
degrees of freedom. What does a single pair of these wires stripped off of 
the cable do? I would expect it to be better behaved than when coupled to 
its 

siblings. Was the original cable still rolled up when you made the 
measurements? How about a pair at an edge vs. a pair in the middle, etc? 
Termination of the measured pair? I suspect there exists circuit or EM 
field analysis programs that deal with coupled transmission lines, since 
this contributes to poor signal integrity.

I will try to answer some of the questions asked by E-mail: 


Yes, the address in the call book is incorrect, the correct box number is 
1705, for those who QSL direct, QRZ has the correct address or use the 
ALASKA QSL Buro. 


Those who send self addressed stamped envelopes: I thank you but it is 
not necessary, I understand the need for an Alaska QSL and I prefer 
receiving just your card stamped and mailed as a post card. The reason 
being is that it takes extra time to work an envelope. Two weeks can 
generate over 800 QSL cards. For those E-mails who do not have QSL cards, 
a post card is fine, don't get caught up in needing a fancy QSL card. The 
simpler the card the better your chances of a correct reply from any DX 
contact. 


For those of you who send an envelope I print a reply using QRZ, stuff 


your envelope and send it back from where ever your card/envelope catches 
up 

to me. My cards are too big for a standard envelope and I hate to fold 
them. 

I also reply with a stamped QSL card post marked from Wrangell so that 
there will be no question when you apply for any awards or certs. Those 
who send an envelope get TWO replies, the real card being (a lot) 
slower. 


Cards for this trip were supplied in part by SGE Radio Co. and HRO of San 
Diego. They show the full size SG-2020 that will be used for the trip. 


To those who want to contact me: while on Wrangell, I have E-mail at 
bonroher2@juno.com (this is checked when we go to Town, not very offten). 
You can send a free Radiogram by phoning KSTK Radio 

at 1-800-874-5785. Ask to send a Radiogram to NL7QT at Eastern Passage, 
name the FREQ, time Z and date Z you would like to try, stick to the 
Novice H.F.freqs. radiograms as aired 4 times a day, the last being 0900 
p.m. Alaska Time. I usually catch the last Radiograms then send CQ at 
0905 p.m. Alaska time and stay until there are no more calls, scan for a 
CQ to work then pack it in. 


I will be back on the Island late in the day Friday 03 Sept. 

The antennas are still up, all I have to do is connect the radio and we 
are back on the air.

With the KNWD 570 I was stuck at 5 watts, the SG-2020 will go down to 
abt 990 Mwts. Maybe we can get in a few more QRPp contacts this time. 


To those in the East who don't stay up all night.... I will try to be on 
a 

bit earlier, but don't count on it, I have 3 friends who will be joining 
me at Wrangell 

and we want to get some fishing in, and we need to get the place ready to 
winter over in year 2000. The plan is a spring trip for one of the big 
contests and them move back for the winter in Nov. or Dec 2000 full time.
